NEW YORK, April 14.—The 
“Victory. fleet’ of the United States 
navy was welcomed home by thou- 
sands of New Yorkers today as it! 
steamed up the bay and came to; 
anchor in the Hudson with 30,000 
sailors and marines, most of whom 
saw service in the war zone. The 
fleet, comprising 103 battleships, 
destroyers and repair ships, was not 
due to arrive until tomorrow. 

The vanguard composed of gray 
eoated destroyers riding four; 
abreast, arrived off quarantine early 
in the morning. They passed swift- 
ly through the narrows and passed 
quarantine before the city was 
aware they were here. Following 
the destroyers came fourteen super~ 
dreadnaughts led by Admiral Ma- 
yo’s flagship, the Pennsylvania.

This is not 

a question of wet or dry; it is a question 

of what should a city councilman do 

whose constituency is about a fitty-fifty 

proposition. 7 

Had. the editor of the News been a 
councilman on that evening he would 
have, quite likely voted not to allow the 
saloons to open at all, but it is possible 
that we are prejudiced in favor of the dry 
problem and would have voted along the 
lines of our own inclinations. 

Since then several of the councilmen 
who gave consent for the two-hour open- 
ing have told us that it was a mistake, 
and an error, for the reason that the sa- 
loon. men abused the privilege granted 
them, and turned out more drunks in 
‘those two hours than anybody had any 
idea could be possible. It seems the wets 
were very thirsty, owing to the protracted 
enforeed drouth, and proceeded at once to 
make hogs of themselves. Had the coun- 
cilnen known that would happen they 
would not have given their consent. It 
was a mistake and they acknowledge it. 
And who of us are perfect? Who among 

- us do not make a mistake onee in a while? 

As to the carnival show, that outfit 
represented to the city council that its 
performance was all righl, and the council ! 
was led so to believe, and granted them a 
weck’s license and took their money, tax 
ing them very high. [t-turned out to be. 
a bad outfit, and the council immediately 
notified the Chief of Police to put a stop 
to some of the rawness. This he did by 
detailing a policeman to be on guard 
there all the time and keep things down 
somewhere near common deceney. It was 
the best that could be done under the eir- 
cumstances, but, it is a safe bet to make 
that the next carnival outfit to come along 
here will meet up with a most decided 
frost from the council and every member 
thereof. 

The News is not excusing the council 
for its mistakes, or claiming that it has 
not made mi-iakes., but it dees hold: that 

as a whole it has done fairly well, and 
probably just about as well as any other 
nine of us who might be picked out. 

It is very easy to point ont the mis- 
takes other people make, which we would 
do less of if we stopped to remember that 
all of us are prone to err more or less. 

Instead of chopping a man’s head off 
because he is not infallable, would it not 
be more along the line of Christian spirit 
to simply point out his errors and then 
give him a chance to maxe good? 

These political problems are not all one- 
sided, by any means, and the judicial 
mind that can consider all the angles is 
more apt to arrive at the correct solution, 
as a general rule.
